The  Entrance  Arch: 

The  Entrance  Arch  at  Gardiner  is  sometimes  known  as  the  Roosevelt  Archf 
and  sometimes  called  the  Oardinor  Gateway,   The  cornerstone  was  laid  by  Pres- 
ident IDhoodore  Roosevelt  April  24,  1903.   The  arch  is  built  of  columnar  basaltic 
blocks  taken  from  old  lava  flows  of  the  park.   The  inscription  on  the  arch  is 
taken  from  tho  Act  of  Dedication,  Ant  of  Ilaroh  1,  1872,  creating  the  Ye  1  lor./ stone, 
the  first  national  park  established  in  tho  worlds 

Inside  the  orch,  the  cars  will  stop  at  the  checking  station,  which  is 
in  charge  of  Par1:  anger  T.  C.  Pound.   Park  IUi  jr  Pound  will  meet  tho  cars* 
The  checking  station  is  an  interesting  bit  of  architecture,  designed  by  and 
built  under  the  guidance  of  Chief  Landscape  Engineer  Dan  Hall,   A  comfort  sta- 
tion, attractive  flagpole  layout  and  drin':in^  fountain,  which  have  been  designed 
by  Mr,  Hull,  remain  to  be  constructed  to  complete  the  gateway  devel   est.

Leaving  the  hayfields,    tho  road  s  up  the  Gardiner  River,   one  of 

the  principal   tributaries  oi      he  Yellowstone,   which  you  './ill  have  been   follow- 
ing all  the  way  from  Livi     -.ton.  It    is  possible  that   on   the    left  hard   side 
of  the   road  above   th  3  sandstone  cliffs  you       y   seo  mountain  sheep.       Four  were 
seen  grazing  at   this  point    Junday,    October   14th, 

As  you  pass  around   the  istone   cliffs,  you  will  notice   the  old  road 

which  was  torn  away  by  the  river   in  the   spring  of  1918.       You  will  note  also 
that   the  mountain  on   the  opposite   side   of  the  river    is   slipping   into   the  river. 
It    is   one   of   the  crusts  for   the   destruction  of   the  road.       The  new  road,      banned 
and  built  by  Chief  Civil  "n^inoer  George    3.   Goodwin,   cost  z     roximatelj       3,000 
and    is  a  little   over   one-third  of  a  mile    in  length.       l>uring  tho  season  oi   1918 
traffic   had   to  be  roilted  over  an   old  road  high  up  on   the  hills,  while   the  new 
highway  was  being  built   s  ;    i     st    the  cliffs. 

The   State   Line: 

After   leaving   the    sandstone   cliffs   the   road  crosses   the    State   Line. 
The  line  is  approximately  two  miles  from  headquarters,    leaving  approximately 

three  miles  of  the  park  along  the  north  line  wit    in  the  State  of  Ilontana.        ?he 
park  has  an   area  of  3,3-18   square  miles,    or  2,142,720  acres,    of  which  19G   square 
miles   or   12G,720  acres  are   in   the   State  of  Uontana;    36  square  miles   or  23,040 
acres   in   the   3t£te   of   Idrho*    and   the   remainder  3,114   square  miles  or   1,992,960 
acres,    in   the   State   of  Wyoming.        The  park   is  older   than  any  of   the   states  and 
when   the    states  wore  created   years   after    the  park  was   established  Congress 
withheld   exclusive   jurisdiction  over   the  park,    and   the    states  today  cannot 
exercise  any  authority  within   the  park  boundaries  except  -chat    they  can  levy 
civil  and  criminal  process  within    the  park.        In  other  words,    for    Instance,    if 
a  criminal   should  escape   into  tho  park,    the   state  authorities  could  come  after 
hirtu       The   state  cannot  collect   taxes,   nor  does   its  laws   apply  except  as  we 
choose   to  enforce   state   laws  within   this  area.

which  from  1886  to  1918    -'as  known  as    'Fort  Yellowstone",    there  being   located 
here  a  four   troop  cavalry  post  and   all  appurtenant  "buildings,    including  hospital^ 
bachelor  officers'    quarters,  power  plant,  etc.        The  administration  of 
Yellowstone  National   Park  was  very  fortunate   in  inheriting   its  magnificent 
structures.       The   total  cost   of  the   Fort  was   in  e::cess  of  ^1,000,000,   and   it 
costs  over   ?10,000   a  year   to  maintain   the  Fort  and  grounds  in  presentable  con- 
dition      In  addition   to   Fort  Yellowstone  we   also    inherited  an  engineering 
plant  which   includes  the  Superintendent* s  office.        The  Corps  of  Engineers, 
U.    3o   Army,   operated    in   the  park  independently  of  the  military  forces  which 
•.ere   in  charge  of  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  or' Colonel   of  Cavalry.       The  Fori;   is 
located   on   a  dead  hot   spring  terrace  which  many  centuries  ago  v/as  as  active  as 
the  colored  terraces   to   be   seen  rising   south  and    south-vest   of  headquarters. 
I* any  changes  have  been  made1    in  the  Fort;    for   instance,    the  Bachelor  Officers1 
Building,    lover  floor   is  nov:  a   service  building  containing  post   office,    in- 
formation  office  and  medical   service.       The    spacious  barns  have  been  turned 
into   shops   and    storage   sheds,   and  many  of  the  barracks  have  been  turned   into 
warehouses. 

Rooms  and  Board; 

Arrangements  have   been  made   to  house   the  members  of  the   conference 
in  government  buildings.       Hen  who  have  their  wives  with  them  will  bo  cared 
for    in  families  of  park  employees.       1'r.  Joffe  Will  have   the  room  assignments 
with  him.       Hen  who  are  unmarried   or  unaccompanied  by  their  wives  will  be 
housed   in  what    is   known  as   the  Community  House,   an  old  hospital  building  which 
for   some  years  has  been  used  by  unmarried   employees  and  by  temporary  employees 
in   summer.
